FEAR 
MEXICAN SEIZURE 


"Concessions" Offered for 


Titles Can't Be Granted 


for Over 50 Years

Washington—The Coolidge adminis- 


tration is being urged by American oil 
companies to stand squarely on the 
policy laid down by President Wilson 
toward the confiscation of property 'as 
Mexico tinder the constitution ot 1017. 


For Mexico, notwithstanding repre- 


sentations from Secretary Kellogg has 


gone ahead with her program of con- 
fiscation. 
On April 2, 1918, the Wil- 


son administration sent the following 
warning to the Mexican government: 


"In the absence in the establishment 


of any procedure looking to the pre- 


• vention of spoliation of American citi- 


zens and in the absence of any assur- 
ance, were such procedure established, 
that it would not uphold in defiance of 
international law and justice the arbi- 
trary confiscations of Mexican auth- 
orities, it becomes the function of. the 
• government of the United States most 
"earnestly and respectfully,to call the 


attention of the Mexican government 
to the necessity which may arise to im- 
pel it to protect the property of its 
citizens in Mexico divested or injur- 
iously affected by the decree above 
cited'.", WARNING SUFFICED 


.The'decree was merely-an effort to 


follow(, out 'the^provisions of tho-con- 
stitutton;btit tlie.Hvarning sufficed^;, arid 
it was^not'put into'effect. Mex'ico tried 
again in passing, the. Petroleum law. of 
1925 and the'Coolidge administration 
has been'engaged ever since in trying 
to obtain the same result as did the 
Wilson administration. That law pro- 
vides that only companies -organized 
under Mexican law can obtain "con- 
cessions." This means that American 
concerns must surrender their right 


' to appeal to the American government 


for protection. Also it means that in 
exchange for titles on property acquir- 
ed before 1917 they can only get "con- 
cessions" and yet the Mexican 
law 


prohibits any concessions from lasting 
longer than 50-years. 


The American companies recognize 


that on all properties acquired since 
3917 they must take their chances

Kary-Haugen farm bill, administration 
senators and others high in presiden- 
tial councils have gone to the White 
House in increasing numbers to urge 
their" chief to take some personal, firtt 
hand observations in the agricultural 
west.

"This has a sinister purpose," he

and 
it

amounts to a question of freedom of 
thought, action and 
opinion. The 


group who asked my resignation is 
the offender." A meeting of tho joint 
finance committee was scheduled for 
Tuesday afternoon.

The hear, 
ing was continued until May 18- The 
court appointed Raymond W. Higgins 
one of the executors, as special ad- 
ministrator to take charge of Dr. Con- 
nn's property until the hearing is um- 
p! ted. 
Mr. Higgins filed bond of 


550.000. 


The Wisconsin attorney general's 


office is at present investigating to de- 
termine whether Dr. Conan was a res- 
ident of Wisconsin at the time of 
death and whether his estate is tax- 
able.

This is to certify that Au- 
gust Spcerschneider of Xew Franken, 
Wis., has produced, in the year 1926, 
3,095 pounds of 180 days of age." It is 
signed by George Humphry, chairman, 
animal husbandry, R. E. Reynolds, 
president Wisconsin Livestock Breed- 
ers' association, and H. J. Brant, state 
leader ton litter contest. 


One thing that makes the winning 


of tho ton litter of 1926 in this state 
and the receipt of the testimonials of 
achievement 
especially creditable is 


the fact in the ton litter contest 69 lit- 
ters in 29 counties of the stafe were 
entered, Mr. Speerschneider showed a 
litter of 12 pigs that averaged 
258 


pounds and weighed a total of 3,095 
pounds at ISO days. His nearest com- 
petitor showed a litter of 14 grade pigs 
that averaged 217.3 pounds and weigh- 
ed a total of 3,045 pounds. Mr. Speer- 
schneider's litter took first prize at 
the Brown-co fair last fall.

du Lac Meeting of Indus- 
try's Representatives 


Madison—M3)—Addition of six men 


to the state department of maikets' 
American Cheese grading forces will 
probably be "a thing: of the remote fu- 
ture. William Winder, of the depart- 
ment said late last week. 


At a meeting in Fond ilu I>ac, last 


month, at which this and other pro- 
posals were discussed by icpieseiit- 
atives of the cheese industry in the 
state, it was decided that, although 
the hiring of additional 
inspector- 


graders was a worthy pioject. because 
of the necessity of going to the_ legis- 
lature for an appropriation it 
was 


probably an impossibility. 


At the Fond du Lac meeting the 


cheese producers and packers were 
told by the department 
of markets 


representative of the fallacies of the 
present system of five 
supervisory 


graders who cover as many districts, 
inspecting and checking the work of 
the graders employed by the cheese 
companies. Because of the infrequcncy 
of the supervisors' -visits, giaders oft- 
en slip the lower grades of cheese on- 
to the market with stamps showing 
them to be first or high giades, Mr. 
Winder said. 


PROBLEM OF GRADING 


The problem resolved itself into one 


of grading as done by the cheese buy- 
ers and assemblers and supervised by 
the present state graders, a suggested 
plan of grading all cheese at the fac- 
tories and an alternative of grading 
all cheese at the factories and an al- 
ternative of grading at 
the 
ware- 


houses. In each of ^thc last two plans 
the grading would be entirely done by 
the state emplojed men. 


Factory grading was endoised by a 


majority of the committee, but when 
the addition of six supervisory grad- 
ers was suggested the Cheesemakers 
Federation refused approval. Because 
of the usual trouble of securing 
ad- 


ditional appropriations and the fed- 
eration opposition, it is expected that 
the matter will be delayed and that 
state cheese inspection will continue 
under the district inspector plan.

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SENSELESS FILIBUSTERS 


There is no denying the fact that the 


scandalous spectacle of the United States 
senate tying itself up in a knot by having 
to submit to repeated filibusters at tire 
close of the session, with the result that 
important;.-legislation which- otherwise 
would have been passed went by the 
board, has made a deep impression on the 
country. Widespread and emphatic pro- 
tests are accompanied by a dema:id that 
the senate revise its rules so as to permit 
it to function as a law-making body. It is 
useless to longer hide behind the pretext 
trjat existing rules should be continu- 
ed *to protect debate and 
deliberation. 


One senator comes forward 
with the 


original idea that the way to get laws 5s^ 
not to amend the rules so as to prevent 
filibusters, but to amend the constitution 
to"-remove the time limit on the short ses- 
sion. He says it is more important to let 
thejsession drag on to an interminable 
length than to stop debate. 


There is not much to support this 


thinly plausible proposal. The country is 
better off with congress on vacation than 
in" session. One long session is all it can 
stand. What is needed is a change of 
rules that will make it possible for the 
seriate to pass on legislation within a rea- 
sonable time. 
It is an absurdity that 


i^Hoes 
-not possess ' the power to 


bring debate to an end -when 
the 


opposition 
has 
had 
its' say, 
and 


compel a vote. 
Filibusters are not 


staged in the cause of free speech, nor to 
make the senate's proceedings more de- 
liberative.

relation to the measure under considera- 
tion; and the silly speeches that are made 
merely to kill time, are not debate.

speech. Thev are not sincere when thev

mits .alhandful of windjamnfers to control 
legislation' and magnify their unirapor- 
tance'in congress to importance. The}' do 
not^debate, they rattle in-the head and 
froth at the mouth.

suffered from their antics long enough.

to her office by'Mr. Daugherty, came to 
Xew York to testify in his behalf, not- 
withstanding she is still a member of the 
department of justice which was prose- 
cuting the case. Her testimony was to 
give the impression that Jess Smith was 
a person of so much inconsequence'that 
he could not possibly have represented 
Daugherty in'.so large a deal as the alien 
property claim. The idea she tried to con- 
vey to the jury was~that Smith was at 
best a sort of errant boy, naively add- 
ing, "The best way I can describe him 
(Daugherty) is that he was always very 
intimate with the messenger boys." The 
cross-examination showed 
that Mrs. 


Willebrandt was thoroughly misinform- 
ed, and as a matter of fact knew very 
little about Smith and his relations with 
Daugherty. She did not even know Smith 
had a private office in the department of 
justice. Her testimony was worthless, and 
yet importance seems to have been at- 
tached to it by the jury and now by Mr. 
Lawrence, in refuting the theory that 
Smith was a confidential private agent of 
the former attorney general. 


Mrs. Willebrandt's action in testifying 


against the government while still serv- 


^ ing in the capacity as assistant attorney 


general, is most extraordinary. If she did 
it with consent of the attorney general, 
the inference follows that the department 
of justice was not loyally supporting this 
prosecution. If she did it without the 
knowledge of the attorney general, the , 
incident becomes all the more unusual 
and demands an explanation. Her attempt 
to show that the relations between 
Daugherty and Smith were innocent was 
not only worthless but raises a question 
either as to her own sincerity or as to the 
integrity of the department of justice. 
Character witnesses of

brandt's sort are a little late to recover 
the lost reputation of Harry Daugherty. 


AVIAX. BOVINE AND HUMAN TUBERCULOSIS 


It is only oO years since Robert Koch proved that 


tuberculosis is caused by the tubercle bacillus. Koch 
thought that the tuberculosis ot man was not 
t,he same~as the tuberculosis of cattle, ana about 
twenty-five years ago lie strongly maintained that 
bovine tuberculosis practically never developed in 
man. In this contention Jie '.vas in error, as he 
subsequently acknowledged, for it "as proved that 
bovine tuberculosis does occur in man not Infre- 
quently- It is now known that about 25 per cent 
of all tuberculosis in children under 5 years of age 
is of the bovine type, the disease being contracted, 
as a rule, from drinking milk from 
tuberculosis 


cows. But there is a considerable difference be- 
tween human and bovine tuberculosis. The bovine 
type in man is a comparatively mild disease which 
seldom, or according to some students of the sub- 
ject, never develops into serious luns: disease, or 
more than a local infection of the lymph nodes in 
the neck, deep in the chest or deep in the abdo- 
men. 


If an animal has tuberculosis its milk may still 


bo a suitable food for man and its flesh is not nec- 
essarily unfit or unsafe for man to eat. One'hun- 
dred children at Randall's Island, N. Y., were fed 
on milk from tuberculous cows, and not one of the 
children developed tuberculosis. 
In 
Germany C9 


cows with tuberculosis of the udder were kept under 
observation, their milk being consumed raw by 360 
persons through a period of 18 months. Of these 
persons, 355 remained well, and five, of whom two 
were under 2 years of age. developed tuberculosis of 
the cervical lymph nodes ("kernals in tho neck," 
"scrofula"), the bovine type of ,tubercu!osis. 


Tuberculosis ;is'so prevalent among. dairy, herds 


that most market milk contains bovine tubercle 
bacilli, and this is the main reason why pasteuriza- 
tion is necessary to make market milk safe. Pas- 
teurization means heating the milk up to 140 or 
145 degrees and no higher, holding at that tempera- 
ture 20 minutes, then cooling again. This is suf- 


to destroy tubebrcle bacilli or any other 


disease germs in the milk. Certified milk, coming 
from tuberculine tested and regularly examined 
herds, 
is free 
from such contamination and is 


therefore safe to feed an infant'and requires nei- 
ther pasteurization nor boiling. 


The form of tuberculosis -which occurs in birds 


and 
fowl is not pathogenic to man, that is. the 


disease is very rarely if ever transmitted from fowl 
to man. So we need not worry much about the 
health of the hen that laid the egg. nor need we 
ive ourselves any anxiety over the constitutional 
Igor of the chicken that comes with the candied 
weet potatoes. 


Whether bovine tuberculosis in man eventually 
ecomes transmuted into the human type is a knot- 
y problem which the pathologists are still trying 
o settle We may assume that such a change does 
ccur after a period of 20 years or more In some
